There is an old story of Lincoln, 
during the days when the Civil 
War was going badly for the 
Union. He could not sleep. Night 
after night he paced the floor in 
an old night shirt and a_scuffed, 
worn pair of carpet slippers. It is 
a moving and terrible thing to 
bear such burdens and to be faced 
with decisions which mean that 
men die—perhaps many men. 


No Protest 


And so, if the young President 
looks weary and perhaps more 
grave than before, let it also be 
said that he has neither winced 
nor protested. He seeks to put 
down none of the burden. What- 
ever comes he will take and han- 
dle well. 


Despite the great lift by the 
astronaut this is a time when 
things go badly. Even in France, 
where General de Gaulle stood so 
magnificently in the breach, and by 
the very force of his will and in- 
tegrity broke an ugly revolt, the 
situation deteriorates. The Presi- 
dent. will go to visit De Gaulle, It 
will be a dangerous journey. There 
are many men in France who 
would like to see both Kennedy 
and De Gaulle removed from the 
management of their respective 
countries. There was a definite 
plot to assassinate De Gaulle. 


The Communists, with the un- 
witting help of some of our own 
commentators, have successfully 
spread a dangerous lie to the ef- 
fect that some of our own military 
and CIA people were in league 
with the Algerian revolt. There is 
no word of truth in it. 


But whatever the reasons for 
the original decisions for Presi- 
dent Kennedy to go to Paris, they 
now ere the more demanding. A 
France which could stabilize its 
affairs and become a full partner 
in NATO, as she has neither been 
able nor willing to bein the past 
several years, would be a com- 
forting resource of alliance in Eu- 
rope. Geographic France is the 
real key to European. defense. 
Without her, Spain would be left 
as the major base. We moved to 
Franco’s dubious alliance when 
France refused to permit NATO 
nuclear airbases on her soil. 


Ill Effects 


Whatever the Cuban failure 
was. or will become, the ill effects 
of it do not change the fact that 
for the present, at least, the hopes 
of the Western world and its civi- 
lization rest on the shoulders of 
the American President. 


This is a time of vast frustra- 
tion in many fields. We cannot, 
for example, fulfill our purpose 
and our will unless our economy 
is strong. And presently it is not 
strong enough. It improves. But 
the rate is smaller than it should 
be. Empioyment is gaining. 


But unemployment remains 
high. And in June, somewhere 
around two million “young peo- 
ple” will come into the labor mar- 
ket. These will be roughly those 
of military age. There will be the 
dropouts, who didn’t finish high 
school, or maybe didn’t even get 


there, and the high school and) 


college graduates. The nation’s 
unemployment figures will rise. 


Decisions about the economy, 
about Laos, Thailand, Cuba, 
France, Africa, and all that is 
symbolized by those words, final- 
ly must be made by the Presi- 
dent. It is no wonder 
he looks tired, and a bit more 
grave. But the smile is still there.

Polaris 
Makes It

CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) — 
The Navy sent an updated model 
of its Polaris missile to its eighth 
success in 10 test firings Monday. 

The bottle-shaped rocket hurled 
a dummy nuclear warhead about 
1,600 miles over the Atlantic 
Ocean in 20 minutes. Eventually, 
the rocket will have a range of 
1,725 miles. 


The Polaris, powered by solid 
propellants:, with more “kick” 
than the fuels used in current 
war-ready models, thundered from 
the launching pad on the Cape at 
12:10 p.m.

Earlier in the day, a tornado 
ripped through Plano, Tex., tear- 
ing up stores, damaging two 
homes and causing property dam- 
age estimated at $50,000. 


36 DEATHS COUNTED 


At least 36 deaths were blamed 
on the storm since it erupted on 
Friday night in destructive torna- 
doés in Oklahoma.

An 11- 
year-old girl drowned when a 
flash flood hit her basement 
apartment in Tulsa.

WASHINGTON — The National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People said Monday 
that despite its complaints, “‘no 
change”’ had been made by Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corp. to compiy 
with President Kennedy’s execu- 
tive order banning anti-Negro 
bias by federal contractors. 


The new NAACP charge fol- 
lowed an on-the-spot investigation 
by Herbert Hill, its labor secre- 
tary. It came a month after the 
organization filed formal com- 
plaints against Lockheed’s Mari- 
etta, Ga., plant with the newly 
established President’s Commit- 
tee on Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity. 


Speaking for the NAACP, Hill 
said the International Association 
of Machinists had helped to end 
segregation of its Negro union 
members at Marietta last Satur- 
day. He also called on the Labor 
department to act “‘decisively’”’ to 
end anti-Negro discrimination by 
federal-aided state employment 
services in the South. 


Arriving here Monday from 
Marietta, Hill declared: 


“Lockheed’s verbal agreement 
to comply with the President's 
executive order, while maintain- 
ing the established discriminatory 
pattern, is not acceptable to Ne- 
gro workers, and we hope it will 
not be acceptable to the respon- 
sible officials of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment.” 


Hill’s charges appeared to con- 
tradict the statement made last 
week at the White House by Vice 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, who 
is chairman of the President’s 
committee. The Vice President 
had said that ‘‘new steps’ had 
been taken to end bias at Lock- 
heed. 


Lockheed’s Marietta plant has 
been designated to receive a $1 
billion Air Force contract for jet 
transports.

The City of New Orleans filed 
the latest of a long line of anti- 
desegregation appeals to be re 
jected by the court. 


The city had asked the court 
to overrule a three-judge federal 
court decision holding invalid 
state laws seeking to give the 
state legislature control of the 
New Orleans schools and denying 
funds to the elected school board 
to operate the schools. 


BRIEF EDICT 


In an 1ll-word unsigned order, 
the .court Monday affirmed the 
lower court. 


The school board, through coun- 
sel, noted that the city’s appeal 
was from the same opinion of the 
lower court from which an appeal 
had been taken earlier by the 
Louisiana Legislature. In that ap- 
peal the court on May 20 affirmed 
the action of the lower court. 


Still pending from the same 
order is an appeal by the Orleans 
Parish School Board which the 
legislature created and sought to 
put in charge of the New Orleans 
schools, 


ACCEPTS PETITION 


In another action Monday, the 
court agreed to hear the appeal 
of the president of the Miami 
branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People, who was con- 
victed of contempt of court in 
Florida. 


The conviction of Theodore R. 
Gibson grew out of his refusal to 
provide a list of the Miami 
branch’s members to the Florida 
legislative investigating commit- 
tee.

Is Block to Action 


Russia is citing racial discrimination 
as one of its main arguments against 
America. It belabors us with this issue 
especially in Latin America, Asia and 
Africa. The State Department is deeply 
concerned by the resultant damage to the 
national interest. 


Therefore those concerned with de- 
fending America against communism 
must think deeply on the need to correct 
this vulnerable point, and work toward 
a better stance with all the reason and 
good will we can muster.

Attorney General Robert Kennedy’s 
reasonable outline of administration 
thinking recently laid down a course that 
indicated a firm, common-sense approach 
to progress.

Airport Access Road 


Deserves Top Priority 


We trust that local and state officials 
were on hand, along with the police who 
tried to cope with it, to witness the traffic 
jam leading to the new airport terminal 
Sunday afternoon.

It exaggerated the 
problem, of course, but to a greater or les- 
ser degree passengers face the same thing 
every day. 


Today we are told that completion of 
the access road to adequately serve air- 
port traffic is about two years away. 
Surely the State Highway Department 
and any other authorities concerned can 
speed up this schedule, meanwhile trying 
to find means of easing the situation now. 


Talk and planning of access routes to 
the airport preceded planning of the ter- 
minal. During the interval traffic has 
continued to grow, with greater frustra- 
tions for travelers. Top priority should be 
given to correcting a situation which will 
hold up realization of the airport’s poten- 
tial as long as it exists.

Greater NATO Unity Is 
Vital to West's Security 


The meeting of NATO now under way 
at Oslo is the first gathering of foreign 
ministers during the Kennedy adminis- 
tration, providing an opportunity for the 
latter to outline its policies and plans 
within this all-important Atlantic al- 
liance. 


Secretary of State Rusk got the meet- 
ing off to a good start in warning that 
Premier Khrushchev probably would 
build up a new crisis over Berlin this year 
but that the United States had no inten- 
tion of retreating from its stand there. He 
warned also that the West must expect 
increased pressures all around its peri- 
phery during the coming months, part of 
a coordinated Soviet testing of Western 
intentions and will to resist. 


In addition to facing up to the world 
threat, the NATO members must deal 
with serious strains in the alliance itself. 
These include the controversy over build- 
ing up NATO’s conventional military 
strength, economic rivalry between West 
Europe’s trade blocs—the Inner Six and 
the Outer Seven—and the disagreement 
over President de Gaulle’s demand for a 
tripartite directorate of NATO by the 
United States, Britain and France. 


The administration wants a stronger 
alliance and greater unity in NATO pro- 


grams and objectives. The need for. 


strength and united action has been made 
especially evident by Laos, Cuba, the 
Congo, Algeria and Berlin. 


In view of failure to achieve even 
limited agreements on disarmaments and 
a nuclear test ban and with Khrushchev’s 
reaffirmation of war against the West 
by all possible means, NATO must re- 
solve its inner conflicts and unite on pro- 
grams to meet the threat in all areas— 
military, economic and ideological.

War on Polio Deserves 
Better Support in State 


One of the worst forms of neglect is 
failure of parents to avail themselves and 
their children of polio vaccine. 


In all too many communities tHe vac- 
cination rate is appallingly low. 

Atlanta and Columbus are among the 
cities where progress is being made. In 
Atlanta a dramatic project is under way 
in which residents of Harris Homes and 
Carver Homes are taking oral vaccine. 
The aim: 100 per cent cooperation in an 
effort to eradicate any threat of polio 
virus in both places. 


Columbus has completed the second 
phase of a crash program to make it the 
best protected city of its size against 
polio. More than 28,000 took the second 
round of shots and health officials are 
pleased with the turnout. 


The tragedy of it is that so few Geor- 
gia communities are making the use they 
should of polio vaccine. Until they do, 
polio will remain a needless but danger- 
ous threat to the health of Georgians.

Almost the situation suggests that 
Congress is better off at those 
rare times when it is able to work 
under the fewest spotlights—those 
lights which tempt a fellow to 
grandstand it rather than to play 
it solid.

This is not necessarily ‘‘Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s program,”’ though 
in the short-hand of custom it is 
usually so described.

Some Latin Americans have been saying for years that if only 
they could show a real Communist threat to their governments, the 
United States would smother them with economic aid of Marshall 
Plan magnitude. Developments in Castro’s Cuba have focused increas- 
ing US. attention on Latin America and have shown there is more 
than just a tinge of truth to the statements made in irony. 


A coordinated economic. pro- 
gram to safeguard Latin America 
against Communist inroads has 
been lacking for years. But dur- 
ing the past week, the House ap- 
proved every penny of the $600 
million President Kennedy re- 
quested for Latin American de- 
velopment. Rep. Otto E. Pass- 
man, D-La., ordinarily a leading 
congressional critic of foreign aid, 
sponsored the bill. 

Most of the $600 million is a 
down payment on a long-range 
development program which orig- 
inated with the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, The bill allocates 
$394 million to the recently estab- 
lished Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank for loans for such 
propects as land use, water, sup- 
ply, housing, sanitation and im- 
provement of rural living.

History is Human 


alf-Breed Ruled Creeks 


By GEORGE VANCE 


On orders from President Wash- 
ington, official New York rolled 
out the carpet for Alexander Mc- 
Gillivray, powerful half-breed 
chief of the Creek nation, and 29 
of his lesser chiefs. 


Their visit to the capital city 
was minutely planned. From the 
moment of their arrival members 
of Tarmmany Hall saw to it that 
the Indians from the wilderness 
of Georgia did not lack for en- 
tertainment on a VIP scale. Presi- 
dent Washington held a reception 
for them. McGillivray was the 
guest of honor at a formal mili- 
tary review; and his retinue was 
taken aboard one of the nation’s 


‘We entertain them kindly and 
they behave with much civility,” 


New York's leading hostesses in 
that summer of 1790. 


The Indians fascinated Abagail. 


But the Indian who captivated 
New York apparently was Mc- 
Gillivray. He spoke fine English, 
loved the Greek and Roman clas- 
sics and lived and dressed just 
like a white man. The New York- 
ers learned that he lived like 
a wealthy white man back home 
on the Coosa River where he 
ruled the Creeks from a great 
plantation house, Little Tallassee. 


ONLY BAR TO PEACE 


The Creeks, with their infernal 
little Oconee wars against Geor- 
gia settlers, were the only bar to 
the President's achieving his 
ambition of a peaceful country. 
The young government, exercis- 
ing its exclusive control over 
Indian affairs under the new Con- 
stitution, had won peace with the 
Cherokees, the Choctaws, the 
Chickasaws, 


For at least seven years, the 
wily McGillivray had confounded 
both Georgia and the federal gov- 
ernment. At one moment, he would 
talk kindly and courteously of a 
strange peace. At another, he 
would call out his Indian warriors 


+ 


to carry on the war. 


He complicated negotia-| 


tions with his alliances — first 
with Britain, then Spain, and then 
the federal government — in his 
eternal fight with Georgia. 


He despised Georgia. 


Not only was it trying to take 
the rich Oconee and Tallassee 
lands from the Creeks, it also had 
confiscated the property of his 
wealthy, Tory-loving father, who 
had built a huge mercantile busi- 
ness from a@ meager start as an 
Indian trader. 


When Alexander was a child, 
the father moved his family to 
Savannah, sent the boy to the 
best schools in New York and 
Charleston, and set him up in a 
business in Savannah. 


A year later, McGillivray re- 
turned to-the Coosa for a visit to 
his mother’s Tribe of the Winds. 
There, he was received with hon- 
or and hailed with joy, according 
to the historian, J. Harris Chap- 
pell. 


BECAME CHIEF 


His kinsmen made him chief of 
the tribe, and he never returned 
to the hum-drum life of a mer- 
chant. About the beginning of the 
Revolution, this new chief of the 
Tribe of the Winds met with some 
3,000 other Creek chiefs and head 
men at Coweta Town ‘near Fort 
Mitchell, Ala.) to discuss the 
Creeks’ course in the war. 


“McGillivray, by sheer force of 
native ability, got complete con- 
trol of the assembly and persuad- 
ed them to espouse the cause of 
the British,” Chappell says. 
“From that moment he became 
supreme chief of the Creeks, and 
from then till near the end of his 
life he held them absolutely 
obedient to his will.” 


Actually, the chief was a luke- 


~ warm alley of the British. 


But, as usual, he came out on top 
with his British deal—making a 
profitable personal connec- 
tion with the British trading firm. 


When the British lost and their 
Indian allies were called to Au- 
gusta to make a treaty with the 
Georgians in 1783, McGillivray 
was conspicuous by his absence. 
But Georgians and the few chiefs 
present drew up a treaty, ceding

For a few months, things looked 
peaceful with the Creeks. The 
Seorgians didn’t know that the 
cunning McGillivray was down at 
Pensacola pulling a masterful 
stroke of diplomacy. 


He signed a treaty with the 
Florida Spaniards, pledging Creek 
allegiance to Spain in return for 
Spanish protection of the Creeks 
against her enemies, And — oh, 
yes—out of this deal came a Span- 
ish army coloneley for McGilliv- 
ray and a personal assignment as 
Indian commissioner. 


The treaty was a great stroke 
of the pen for McGillivray. Now 


The accompanying article 
on Alexander McGillivray is 
one of a series of weekly 
articles by Constitution staff- 
ers on famed Georgians.

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the Georgians and federal authori- 
ties—-who were in an argument 
with Spain over possession of the 
western territory between the 
Chattahoochee and Mississippi 
rivers—must consider the Pensa- 
ola treaty and: Spanish reaction 
in their dealings with McGillivray. 


After the treaty coup, McGilliv- 
ray returned to Georgia, began 
stirring up a revolt against the 
Augusta treaty. 


That revolt came in May, 1785. 
The Creeks crossed the Oconee 
and went on the warpath in the 
first of a 10-year series of pesky 
little local wars which became 
known as the Oconee Wars. ‘(Mc- 
Gillivray never fought a battle 


to be stolen, and an untold amount 
of white property was to be de- 
stroyed. 


The Georgians tried to stop the 
wars with peace pow-wows at 
Galphinton (near Louisville) and 
Shoulderbone (Hancock County). 


McGillivray raised hopes of 
peace with reasonable and courte- 
ous talk and promised to be pres- 
ent at one of the pow-wows. He 
never appear 


Finally the Georgians appealed 
to the federal government. It 
tried to bring peace in 1789 at a 
conference at Rock Landthg (near 
Milledgeville). With a battery of 
U.S. artillery men drawn up -on 
the east side of the Oconee and 
2,000 pale-faced warriors on the 
west side, McGillivray and U.S. 
authorities sat down and agreed 
to peace terms. The Creeks 
seemed happy.,. The Americans 
were jubilant. 


But the next morning, the In- 
dians were gone from their camp 
and two of McGillivray’s Negro 
slaves rowed across the Oconee 


with this message from the Indian | 


chief: 
WARS CONTINUE 


“The terms you offer are not 
satisfactory. We are compelled to 


move away to find forage for our | 


horses.’ 
The Oconee wars continued. 


Georgians appealed to New 
York to send federal troops. But 
President Washington had other 
ideas. Apparently knowing McGil- 
livray’s weakness for flattery and 
fanfare, he dispatched a secret 
agent, Col. Marinus Willett, to the 
chief's plantation home. 


McGillivray agreed to go to New 
Gillivray agreed to go to New 
York for personal conferences 
with the President. 


In the capital city, amid flat- 
tery and fanfare, McGillivray was 
given a commission as a briga- 
dier general with a $1,200 annual 
salary.

President Signs Bill To A 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy Monday 
signed legislation that channels 
federal relief funds to some of the 
nation’s jobless for the first time 
since the depression of the 1930's. 

The relief will be restricted to 
needy families with children and 
will be provided for the next 14 
months. An estimated 500,000 chil- 
dren and 2,000 adults will benefit. 


The temporary program expéct- 
ed to cost the treasury about $200 
million is aimed at alleviating 
suffering by children as a result 
of the economic recession. 


‘ Federal grants will be provided 
to states which participate in the 
program. It will mark the first 
time since the big depression that 
the federal government has pro- 


vided relief funds to Americans 
who are able to work but unable 
to get jobs.

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‘Not Many Can Give 
Blood, Doctor Says 


Weakness, Age-Limits Cut 
Supply, Physicians Told Here 


By BARBARA MILZ 
Only a fraction of the U.S. population is able to give 
blood for tranfusions, Dr. Walter L. Shepeard, professor 
of pathology at the Medical College of Georgia in Augusta, 
told physicians here Monday. 


He said that while about 5.4 


need 
they are between the ages of 18 
and 21,” he said. 

“At Talmadge Memorial Hos- 
pital in Augusta, we have found 
28 per cent of those volunteering 
have to be rejected because of 
their medical history or because 
low hemoglobin (red blood 


cells).” 


The clinical pathologist said 
5 per cent of the Georgia white 
males were rejected because of 
low hemoglobin, compared to 15.4 
per cent of the white females, 
15.5 per cent of the Negro males 
and 36 per cent of the Negro fe- 
males. 


“At first we thought that some 
coastal areas in the state had 
higher rejection percentages,” he 
said, ‘“‘but we found the rejection 
rate for all prospective donors in 
the state’s coastal areas was 11.5 
per cent, with those in the Pied- 
mont section to be 11.3 per cent.”’ 

“Rural Georgia,”’ he said, “‘still 
has a high rate of anemia, even 
though we thought that with the 
eradication of pellagra and other 
diseases we had done much to im- 
prove this situation.” 

“This is a real problem in the 
state from the health standpoint,”’ 
he said. 


Dr. Shepeard asked for greater 
care in the collection and proc- 
essing of blood used for blood 
transfusions and said some hospi- 
tals do not meet the same high 
standards in blood handling used 
in regional voluntary blood banks. 

He said community size is not 
a criteria for safety of processed 
blood. “In one of the mountain 
communities where they’ve only 
one physician, we’ve never had 
to reject a single pint of blood 
drawn there for our hospital. Yet, 
in some highly organized com- 
munities with colleges, we have 
had a comparatively high rejec- 
tion rate,”” he pointed out. 

Dr. Shepeard’s speech was one 
of more than 50 delivered Monday 
during the 107th annual conven- 
tion of the Medical Association of 
Georgia at the Biltmore Hotel. 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield 
welcomed physicians during the 
second general MAG session. 

Hartsfield, arch foe of fluorida- 
tion in drinking water, said, “If 
this had been a convention of 
dentists. I don’t think they would 
have wanted me around.”’ 


Hartsfield condemned the U.S. 
Welfare department, charging, 
‘It’s the most powerful organiza- 
tion in the world; the most pow- 
erful bureaucracy on the face of 
the earth.” 

He warned against federal con- 
trol in medical fields and said, ‘I 
am. one of those who looks 
askance at medical research fi- 
nanced by the federal govern- 
ment.” 


He cited increasing federal 
grants in medical education and 
said, ““You’re raising some 
young’uns in your schools who 
are going to have different views 
from what you do.”’ 

He said he felt ‘‘Public health 
services should be confined only 
to communicable diseases.” 


Dr. Milford B. Hatcher of Ma- 
con, MAG president, told Harts- 
field, “You’re barking up our 
tree,”’ after the mayor apologized 
for his personal feelings in his 
fight with the Welfare depart- 
ment.

MUNICH—(WNS)—The Shah 
of iran is reported to be the 
“bad guy” blocking American 
TV sheriff Hugh O’Brian’s mar- 
riage to ex-Queen Soraya. 


Family sources say the Shah 
has told Soraya’s father, Khalil 
Esfandiary, the retired former 
Iranian ambassador to West 
Germany, that Soraya’s mar- 
riage to TV’s Wyatt Earp would 
be ‘‘intolerable.”’ , 


The Shah reproached Esfan- 
diary for letting Soraya involve 
the Peacock Throne in a “ridi- 
culous Hollywood circus atmos- 
phere.”’ Thé Shah referred scath- 
ingly to photographs widely pub- 
lished of Soraya stroking 
O’Brian’s TV horse with the 
sheriff, sporting star and six- 
shooter, standing by her side. 


PARENTS AGREE 

Soraya’s parents are agreeing 
with the Shah. They have ‘‘earn- 
estly implored’’ the former 
queen, according to family 
friends, to break off her ro- 
mance with O’Brian. 


Esfandiary retired recently 
from his post in Bonn after dif- 
ficulty with the Shah stemming 
from Soraya’s divorce. He has 
made no secret of the fact that 
despite the Shah's large pay- 
ments to Soraya the family has 
financial problems. 


Soraya’s father traveled to 
Iran last month with the idea of 
representing Iranian business 
interests in West Germany and 
to discuss Soraya’s affairs with 
the Shah. 


‘MY QUEEN’ 

Family sources say the Shah 
was conciliatory concerning fi- 
nancial matters but was adamant 
that, divorced or not, Soraya 
must respect his wishes in the 
matter of re-marriage. “She 
was my queen,”’ the Shah is 
quoted, “and her name will 
always be linked with mine. 
Soraya has the obligation to 
respect this fact.” 


The Shah had notified Soraya 
that her payments would end as 
of last January, and Soraya, in 
turn, had threatened to pen her 
“tell all’’ memoirs. It was at 
this juncture that O'Brian ap- 
pears in Munich. 


Soraya’s parents are described 
as being sincerely opposed to 
her romance with O'Brian, ir- 
respective of the Shah’s wishes. 
Her mother, Eva, born in Berlin, 
objects to O’Brian on the ground 
that he “lacks breeding.” 


DEMEANING HERSELF 

This does not mean, the fam- 
ily source elaborated, that 
O'Brian is rude or necessarily 
short of polish. Rather, Mrs. 
Esfandiary feels that Soraya is 
demeaning herself associating 
with commoners. 


The Esfandiarys have settled 
in Munich, but Soraya seidom is 
seen in the fun-and-foam capi- 
tal's play spots. Since O'Brian 
clattered out of town she has 
turned retiring and introspec- 
tive.

REDUCED PAYMENTS 

It is understood that as a 
result of her father’s meeting 
with the Shah he has resumed 
her divorce payments, albeit on 
a reduced scale. Soraya, in turn, 
has shelved the memoirs project 
for the time being. 


But the ex-queen continues 
vainly to seek a new hife that 


so far has eluded her. Her titled 
escorts have all married other 
girls, and her untitled boy 
friends have withered under the 
relentless opposition of the Shah. 


Soraya complains, thus, that 
the Shah, in effect, continues to 
dominate her life, although the 
understanding was that she 
would be free from all condi- 
tions once he had rewed and had 
an heir.

Thunder is caused by the expansion of air around the lightning 
path, the intense agitation setting up sound waves. What makes 
it rumble? Listen: “If lightning were to strike from a 5,000-foot- 
high cloud base to the ground within a few feet of you, you 
would hear the thunder from the bottom of the stroke immediately, 
and then progressively later hear the noise from other portions 
of the stroke, until the past portion, 5,000 feet up, where the 
lightning originated, would be heard five seconds later.’ In addi- 
tion, the echo from the blast, bounces off surrounding clouds and | 
earth objects. | 


Although the ‘odds of one-in-a-million favor you over the bolt | 
of volts, that’s no reason you should invite disaster by seeking | 
shelter under a lone tree or tallest tree in the vicinity, or con- | 
tinue to fish in an open boat during such a storm. When a thunder- 
cloud catches me fishing I usually pull my boat into the lea of a 
sheltered cove, near the shorter trees along shore, and sit out the 
storm. Along a trout stream there are many overhanging rocks to 
shelter you from the elements. And any man-made shelter is gen- 
erally the safest place on a golf course. You can finish that game 
when the highly charged cloud moves on.
